1, Mr, Saunders, accompanied by Me the Budget Officer, 25X1A 
and I talked with Mr. Nease, Clerk to the Senate Armed Services Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee, regarding the CIA budget for Fiscal Year 1955. Certain cyan 
figures were made available to Mr. Nease, and the Comptroller will furnish 
certain additional data as requested. Mr. Nease appeared to be quite 
Sympathetic to the possibility of placing the 
basis, and asked that we keep him advised as to the progress of our budget 
hearings in the House.
